Air Force ROTC Lands Next Fall 


Fees Up $1 a Credit Hour 
For 'General' Students 

• THE UNIVERSITY Board of Trustees today announced an Increase in tuition fees effective 
September 1. The new charges will affect all students as follows: • 

. 1) GENERAL STUDENTS— . . 

An increase of $1 from $12 to r • . 


An increase of $1 from $12 to \\ 
$13. for each credit hour in 
which the student registers In all 
schools, colleges and divisions ex- 
cept the Law School, the School 
of Medicine, and candidates for 
Doctors' degrees. 

This means that for general full- 
time students carrying 15 credit 
hours, the Increase will be $15 
per semester from $180 to $195. 

2) LAW STUDENTS An increase 
•f $3, from $12 to $15, for each 
ertdit hour! in which the student 
niflsters in the Law School. For 
full-time students carrying 14 cred- 
it diours this means an increase of 
$42 a semester from $168 to $210. 

4D MEDICAL STUDENTS — An 
luibrease of $100, from $650 to $750 
per year for two terms , in the 
School of Medicine. 

4) DOCTORATES - An increase 
•f $40, from $360 to $400, for work 
1 leading to and including the Coun- 
cil Fellowship examination for the 
degree of Doctor of Philosophy, or 
the general examination for the 
degree of Doctor of Education.

Commenting on the new fees^’, 
authorized by the . University’s* 
Board of Trustees. President Cloy^' 
H. Marvin said that ’’this- Is our « 
djrst tuition Increase in four year* J 
and we make such increases wit* $ 
treat reluctance ” 

“It Is our policy to keep tuition, \ 
fees as low as possible.” he said, • _ 
“but we find this new tuition . 
schedule necessary to maintain 
our high academic standards.” 

“For most of our students.” Dr. 
Marvin added. ”thli represents an 
Increase of about eight per cent 
In tuition costs. The increases In 
educational costs during the, past 
four years — faculty and adminis- 
trative salary raises and the rising 
«ost of equipment— far exceeds that 
flfUfr."

Genuchi’s tenor 
voice, seemed weak at times

The diction of a number of the 
cast was inaudible at times, due 
either to poor enunciation or voice 
weakness; the orchestra was sur- 
prisingly well-muted except in 
parts when brass or woodwind 
blared through in the choral num- 
bers in the finales. 


Sergeant Samuel Fernley, bari- 
tone, portraying Sir Despard Mur- 
gatroyd, could have had more 
volume. He chooses as his bride, 
Mad Margaret, performed by Peggy 
Schaaf, whose witch-like imitations, 
combined with gown, lights, and 
music, were extremely effective. 

Ruthven’s true nature is revealed 
by the embittered Dick, and he 
falls heir to the curse. By catch- 
ing his ancestors on a technicality, 
especially Sir Roderick, the curse 
is broken, and the operetta ends 
happily for everybody in true Gil- 
bert Sc Sullivan tradition.

On Other Campuses 


W HEN A TRADITION has outlived it* 
purpose and lost its meaning, it is time for 
that tradition to go. It should not be retained 
When its bad features outweigh its good. 

Such is the case with the Panhellenic and 
Interfraterity Sings. Fraternity men have dis- 
played a steadily declining interest in the Sing 
as shown by the leaser number of fraternities 
competing each succeeding year. It must be 
remembered that the fraternities compete with 
one another in many other fields, especially 
■ports, and hence are generally less interested 
than the sorority members are in the Sing, 
which is their major competition of the year. 
Only through the last minute decision of one 
fraternity not to withdraw was the IFC Sing 
held at all this year. 

The various sororities have had problems 
created by the Sing, since it is of such a highly 
competitive nature. Many of the smaller soror- 
ities enter the competition with the feeling on 
not really having a chance. Others do pot both- 
er to enter. In the larger sororities which enter 
the Sing determined to win, the work and prep- 
aration for the Sing is out of all proportion to 
the desired end and causes much strain on all 
concerned. The members must neglect other 
activities to which they belong as Well as ne- 
glect the all-important books. Also the time 
consumed by practice causes strains both within 
the group and between the members and their 
partners. 

The Singi were originally set up as an enter- 
tainment for the whole University by the 
Greeks. Thl^ purpose for the sororities is rap- 
idly becoming secondary to the idea of winning 
the Sing regardless. Both Sings have a long 
tradition at the University dating back to years 
before the war. During the war /they were com- 
bined \n(o the All-University Sing, [Warily 
because not many fraternities t^ould enter — all 
the members were in service. After the war the 
Sings were again separated to prevent the pro- 
gram from being too long. 
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lasted for two hour*. At the first dormitory tht 
men were able to reach the third floor in their 
attack but they were soon repulsed by the coeda, 
house mothers, and a campus police sergeant. 

After being driven back from this first dorm, 
the students sought to force their way into four 
other dormitories. One stranded coed was unable 
to break through the lines and get Into the dorm. 
Finally with help of the police she succeeded In 
getting through. These attacks were also repulsed. 

As a last try the male students moved on to still 
another girls' dorm. Wells Hall. But the girls at 
Wells prpved to be a match for them. They had 
been forewarned. The rioters were greeted with 
showers of water and various items of female attire. 
Some tried to gain entrance by the fire escapes In 
the rear. They were also defeated. 

When It was all over no one was hurt and only 
a few naimes were turhed oy^r to the Dean of 
Students. Reason for the attack: a few days pre- 
viously the coeds had atyakertad the men at 7:30 
with a song parade. 

YES— DRAFT STUDENTS

Young men who have had army experience will 
appreciate their college educations mor^, for one 
thing. There is something to the idea that a rich 
educational background helps in the army, hut that 
is nil the more reason for taking students out of 
the middle of their college work. They can apply 
' their educational background to army work and 
will doubly appreciate the additional background 
they will g*t when they return to college.
